Representative Garner 
Announces Fight Will 
Be Continued Despite 
Committee Report. 


Washington, December 12.—Demo- 
erats have decided to carry on their 
fight for a general permanent tax re- 
duction despite the decision of repub- 
licans in the house to apply the 
treasury surplus to curtailment of the 
public debt, instead of granting the 
one-year credit proposed by Presi- 
dent Coolidge. 

Representative Garner, of Texas, 
ranking democratic member of the 
house ways and means committee, 
made this announcement in a state- 
ment tonight. He predicted the treas- 
ury surplus would reach $500,000,000 
instead of $383,000,000 as estimated 
by the administration. This large 
prospective surplus, in the opinion of 
the democrats, makes tax reduction 
legislation all the more desirable. 

“Treasury figures show,” said Gar- 
ner, “that for the first 10 months oi 
the calendar year 1926 receipts at the 
treasury depatrment were $141,000,- 
000 greater than for the corresponding 
months of last year. For the first 
five months of the current fiscal year 
(July 1 to December 1) they were 
$67,000,000 more than for the cor-

AT DEATHS DOOR 


Warship Sent To Hurry 


Home Prince Chichibu, 
Who Is Returning 
Aboard Liner.

Tokio, December 12.—His Imperial 
Majesty Yoshihito, the emperor of 
Japan, who is suffering with pneu- 
-monia at the Hyama imperial palace, 
is losing strength steadily. His con- 
dition is extremely critical. 

Oxygen tanks have been rushed to 
Hyama, where they are being used 
in a desperate attempt to save the life 
of the Farmers’ National bank and 

An official statement issued by the 
imperial household department stated 


'that loss of appetite had increased the 


emperor's weakened condition. His 
temperature is 38.3, his pulse 116 and 
his respiration is 25. 

T-e Empress Sadako is at her hus- 
band’s bedside and Prince Regent 
Hirohito will leave for Hyama Mon- 
day. .\ Japanese battleship will meet 
the vessel bringing Prince Chichibu, 
the emperors second son, home from 
England. 


Gathered at the emperor's beside in | 
| Hyama, which is half day's ride from 


Tokio, are Minister of the Imperial 
Househo!d Count Kakino, keeper of 
the privy seal, and the members of the 
imperial family, with the exception of 
Prince Regent and Prince Chichibu. 


It is understood that the emperor’s 
aged mother—Madame Yanagiwara- 
No-Tsubone—his majesty was born out 
of wedlock—is there, too, for she has 
been accorded every courtesy by the 
imperial family. 

Because of the etiquette of the im- 
perial Japanese court, which demands 
that its rulers must die officially in 
the imperial palace at Tokio, the world 
probably will not know of the death 
of Japan’s emperor immediately after 
it occurs.

“If the voice of liberty be silenced 
in the university and the intolerance 
that now prevails in church and in 
state be permitted to invade the pre- 
cincts of the universities of the world,” 
he said, “then indeed must we be pre- 
pared to enter upon a new and dismal 
dark age that will cast the thoughts 
and activities of man in common and 
uniform molds, there to remain until 
such time as the unquenchae thirst 
fo: liberty shall again effectively man- 
ifest itself among men. 

“No one who really believes in the 
power of truth fears liberty. 


“There was a time when the Bible 


was a household. book throughout the 
English speaking world. Then the spot 
called Philistia could be indicated on 
the map by any child and the doings 
of those doughty warriors, the Philis- 
tines, were by no means unfamiliar.

Not long ago I devoted several is- 
sues to the question of sex education.

The ratio is normal, though a little 
shameful, I think.

Still, I am glad to record in my 
mind the fact that these 40 fathers, 
out of 4,000 parents, did take a step 
toward establishing a liason with 
their sons.

- Of Government Cotton Estimates 


Editor Constitution : With a view 
of determining whether the adminis- 
tration of the law authorizing the 
United States "department of agricul- 
ture to issue semi-monthly cotton crop 


‘reports is beneficial or harmful to the 


producers of cotton, have, after 
careful study, become firmly convinced 
that these reports are harmful rather 
than helpful and therefore, on the first 
day of the present session of con- 
stress [ introduced a bill to repeal the 
act which authorizes these reports. 

Conceding that the information on 
which these reports are based is col- 
lected carefully and with efficiency, 
they are at best mere guesses. The 
most conservative and experienced cot- 
ton grower may chrefully examine his 
crop in the fruiting or even in the 
harvesting stage, and badly de- 
ceived as to the estimate he may make 
of the yield. These bi-monthly guesses 
have come to be regarded as authentie 
and carrying with them the approval 
and stamp of the government, itself, 
and are therefore an almost determin- 
ing factor in fixing the price of cot- 
on. 

No matter how far these guesses 
may miss the actual size of the crop, 
they are used by speculators and ma- 
nipulators as a leverage in carrying 
out their desired purposes, and the 
trade in fact seems to base prices on 
these reports regardless of whether 
they are right or wrong. Besides, 
these reports keep the trade practical- 
ly demoralized and suspended during 
about half of the time of the har- 
vesting season. For four or five days, 
Or perhaps a week in advance of a 
report the price will be almost on a

resumed. During the present season 
these guesses by the department of 
agriculture must have cost the cotton 
growers three-fourths of a billion dol- 
lars. 

Bi-Monthly Reports. 

It is highly proper for the census 
department to give out bi-monthly re- 
ports during the gathering season of 
the actual number of bales of cotton 
ginned. These are facts and not 
guesses or theories. In round num-

States in 1925 up to December 1, was 
15.875,000 bales, and this year 14,644,- 
000 bales, an increase over last year 
of only about 774,000 bales, and if

Even if such a 
crop has been produced, there wil] be 
at least 2,000,000 bales which will 
never be picked on account of the 
fact that labor cannot be 
nick it, and also on account of the 
fact that where labor is available, the 
price of the low grade staple is so 
low that there is no incentive to the 
producers to gather it, considering the 
high price of picking which would 
about equal the price received for. the 
cotton, 

In addition to this there will be at 
least 2,000,000 bales of the present 
crop of such inferior and low grades 
as not to be merchantable, so that.all 
in all the price of the present crop 
should not under the circumstances, 
be more than 10 to 12 per cent less 
than the last crop. 


Reports Vary. 

The ginning reports of the census 
department and the crop estimates or . 
guesses of the department of agricul- 
ture have been out of harmony and 
are still so, but the trouble seems to 
have been that the crop reports simply 
demoralize and cause the producers to 
become panic stricken and rush their - 
cotton to the market, and the trade 
takes advantage of this situation, es- 
pecially the speculating side of it, 
and depresses the price to an unwar- 
ranted degree. , 

The estimate of cotton acreage given 
out by the department of satleubuas 
should also be abolished as these esti- 
mates are also guesses. 

It may be said if the law is re- 
pealed, which permits the department 
of agriculture to give out estimates of 
the size of the crop, -that private 
agencies will make large estimates 
with a view of depressing the price 
and thereby be enabled to buy the 
staple at low prices. 

There are already many so-called 
private estimates being made but my 
observation has been that they have 
little if any effect on the market, and 
if it should develop after these gov- 
ernment reports are abolished that 
the private estimates are depressing 
the market, it will then be time to 
return to the government reports.

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DR. HOUGHTON READS YOUTHS’ VIEWS ON MORALS 


Quiz of Atlanta Boys Shows 


“Ninety per cent of all Atlanta 
girls ‘pet,’ 50 per cent of these are 
real ‘neck artists,’ and the 10 per cent 
who don’t would if they weren't too 


ugly to get dates,” was the answer of 
one Atlanta college boy te the ques- 
tionnaire recently sent out by Dr. Will 
Houghton, pastor of the Baptist taber- 
nacle. 

Dr. Houghton read the answers of 
many of his college commentators on 
modern. morals, in his sermon Sunday 
night, the last of his series on “Youth.” 
He read: the opinions of Atlanta boys 
and girls, given in their answers to 
the questions, “How Many Girls Pet?” 
“How Many Girls Smoke?’ “Does the 
Modern Dance Contribute to Immor- 
ality?” ete. 

Answering the “pefting” question, 
one boy said 95 per cent, another 90 
per cent. Still another said “99 per 
cent or more.” A large majority placed 
the percentage between 90 and 95. 

Girls Criticise Boys. 

“Do many girls smoke cigarettes?” 
One boy wrote, “yes, on the sly.” A 
girl said 50 per cent of girls smoke, 
but that most of them do it because 
they think it “smart” and not because 
they like it. Another girl answered 
that 95 per cent,of her college mates 
smoked. 

A girl, answering in the affirmative 
the question as to whether the modern 
dance contributes to immorality, sug- 
gested that boys would be improved if 
there were less drinking and gambling 
and more regard for the girls with 
whom they associate. She would like 
to see,*she wrote, the same standard 
for boys as they make for the girls. 

A boy declared that 50 per cent to 
75 per cent of girls “pet” and that 


“decent girls,” are immoral, 
Most Boys Moral. 


“Most boys are moral,” one college 
boy wrote, “and can be real gentle- 


petted if she wants to.”

With imitation thrills be 
fore their eyes on the picture screens 
every day, he declared, they have
